Hyde. Mr. Ryan's plan was reported 
today to be to consolidate the Equita- 
ble Trust Company, the Mercantile Trust 
Company and the Morton Trust Com- 
pany, all of this city, with the last 
named in control. It is expected that 
this Would result in creating a financial 
institution with deposits second only to 
those of the National City bank, of this 
city, which has deposits of $185,000,000. 
The deposits of the proposed consolidated 
trust company would amount to $169,- 
000,000, the capital stock to $7,000,000, 
and the surplus to $22,500,000. 

Mr. Ryan’s plan was reported today to 
contemplate also the elimination of the 
control of subsidiary companies by the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society. 

No String to Hyde’s Sale. 

Paul Morton, the newly elected 
chairman of the board of direct- 
ors of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, who went ta Washington :ast 
night, will nOt_return co New York unt 
Wednesday. It is expected that the work 


of readjustifient of che methods and 
conduct of the society’s mauagement will 
then be resumed. 

Thomas F. Ryan, in response to a re- 
quest for further details concerning the 
purchase of the Hyde stock, gave out 
the following statement: 

“The purchase of the stock -was abso- 
lute and free from any condition or com- 
mitmént as to future action. 

The general o@nditions of the trustee- 
ship of the stock have already been an- 
nounced in the letter to Mr. Vieveland. 

The deed of trust is now being pre- 
pared and will be made public in due 
course.“ ' 

Whether the deed of trust will disclose 
the personne] of the association of which 
Mr. Ryan is the head could not be as 
certained today. State Superintendent 
of Insurance Hendricks has finished his 
investigation of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society's affairs. Mr. Hendricks 
was not in town today. The Equitable 
trustees will hold a meeting as soon as 
it is ¢Onvenient for Former President 
Grover Cleveland to be present. 

Vice President Gage E. Tarbell. said 
there would be no meetings of the agents 
the Equitable society in this city to- 

ay. 

Chairman Morton has prepared a cir- 
err letter to the society’s general 
agents informing them officially of his 
election with plenary powers. He quotes 
from the letter of Mr. Ryan, dealing 
h the trusteeship, and intimates that 
the, plans of retrenchment, while of 
sweeping character, will not go as far 
as to restrict expenditures calculated to 
add to the society’s business. 

Chairman Morton, in his’ circular, says: 

“rhe \Equitable Society has been se- 
verely tested and the ordeal has re 
vealed to the world its strength and pros- 
perity with an emphasis which could 
never have been shown as significantly 
by any ordinary method of demonsira- 
tion. The fears of timid policy holders 
have been aroused and many have been 
alarmed by exaggerated or misleading 
newspaper articles. But it is astonish- 
ing that the increase in lapses has been 
so small. The steadfastness of the body 
of the society’s policy holders under the 
Strain to which they have been subjected 
has been as remarkable as it has been 
gratifying. All this furnishes the highest 
tribute to the excellence of the soctety’s 
condition, and to he zeal and loyalty of 
its agents. 

“The field force of the society will be 
Kept thoroughly posted in reference to 
future developments. Every effor: wil 
be made to develop the business along 
sound lines for the benefit of policy hold- 
ers and agents alike, and I pledge you my 
most cordial cooperation in carrying on 
this work.“ 


Cleveland on Equitable. 
Former President Cleveland has writ- 
ten a letter to Thomas F. Ryan concern. 
ing the trusteeship of the stock of the 
Equitable, which he accepts. The letter 
was made public today and is as fol- 
lows: 


“Princeton, June !0.—Thomas F. Ryan, 
Esq. Dear Sir: I have this morning re- 
ceived your letter asking me to act as 
one of three trustees to hold the stock 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
which has lately been acquired by you 
and certain associates, and to use the 
voting power of such stock in the selec- 
tion of directors of said society. 

After a little reflection I have de- 
termined I ought to accept. this service. 
I assume this duty upon the express con- 
diton that, so far as the trustees are to 
be vested with discretion in the selection 
of directors, they are to be absolutely 
free and undisturbed in the exercise of 
their judgment; and that, to far as they 
are to act formally in voting for the dis 
rectors concede to policy, holders, a fair 
rectors conceded to policy holders, à fair 
ing choice will be forthcoming. ‘ 

“The very general anxiety aroused by 
the recent unhappy dissensions in the 
management of the Equitable Society 
furnishes proof of the near relationship 
of our people to life insurance.

Place of Meeting Not Settled 

It can be said that the place of the 
meeting of the plenipotentiaries of the 
two governments has not been finally 
settled. In the arrangement of this de- 
tail and others of like importance, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is acting as an inter- 
mediary ‘between the Russian govern- 
ment and Japan. Russla, through Am- 
bassador Cassini, has indicated her pre- 
erence for one Place for the holding of 
the peace conference; and Japan, through 
Minister Takahira, has suggested an- 
other. It is intimated Officially that an 
agreement on the place of holding the 
conference may be determined on in a 
few days, but no suggestion except of 
a negative character, of the choice of 
either of the belligerents is obtainable. 
It is known that neither Washington nor 
the battlefleld of Manchuria was the se- 
lection of either Russia or Japan. 

Further than that, information ot a 
definite nature was withheld. There is no 
Suggestion that, in the question of the 
Selection of the location of the peace 
conference, President Roosevelt shall act 
as an arbitrator. 

It is expected that the government's 
principally interested will have no seri- 
ous difficulty in reaching an agreement 
on that point, as Russia already hag in- 
dicated informally that Japan’s selection 
of a place probably would be satisfactory 
to Emperor Nicholas. 

Replies of Russia and Japan. 

Official assurance is given that at pres- 

ent the response de by Japan to the 
president's identical note will not be made 
public from Washington in precise form, 
inasmuch as the. Russian reply is not 
available in similar form. Negotiations 
between Washington and St. Petersburg, 
and between Washington and Tdkio are 
in progress, and the final arrangements 
for the peace conference in its essential 
details are likely to be a question of only 
n féw days. As soon as the arrangements 
are completed definitely an armistice will 
be agreed upon and the great armies in 
Manchuria will lower their bayonets 
pending the formal negotiation of a per- 
manent treaty of peace. 
It is understood in a high official qua~- 
ter that Marquis Ito, Baron KKomura, 
minister for foreign affairs, and Genera} 
Yamagata, chief of staff, are the three 
under consideration by the emperor of 
Japan as plenipotentaries and the inelt. 
nation of the belligerents is each to se- 
lect plenipotentaries.

En Route to Leavenworth Peniten- 
tiary, Bigelow Broke Down and 


Wept—Counterfeiter Was 
Taken to the Pen 


With Bigelow. 


Leavenworth, Kans., June 1!2.—Frank 
G. Bigelow, the former Milwaukee bank- 
er, was brought to the United States pen- 
itentiary at Fort Leavenworth last nignt. 
John Speciale, a counterfeiter under a 
five-year sentence, was brought along as 
a fellow prisoner with Bigelow and they 
were in charge of Andrew Johnson and 
Charles Kelley, deputy marshals. Gor- 
don Bigelow, a son, and Dr. Bigelow, a 
brother living in Chicago, accompanied 
Bigelow. 

Bigelow bore up fairly well during the 
trip except at Moline, IIIS., where he 
broke down and wept. 

Bigelow seemed anxious to avoid the 
gaze of curious people and reporters. He 
wore an old slouch hat and was not 
nearly as neatly dressed as the counter- 
fetter who was brought’ with him. 

Bigelow, it seems, was not in jail at 
any time since his aefaication was dis- 
covered, and when the keys were turn- 
ed on him after passing into the pen 
tentiary sallyport he remarked that it 
was the first time he was ever in prison, 

Warden McClaughey remained upstairs 
in the office and no special ceremony was 
shown. Bigelow gave his name as Frank 
G. Bigelow, aged 57. He was searched 
and some plain jewelry and a small sum 
of money taken from him. He asked no 
questions and was assigned to a regular 
isolated cell to spend the night. 

After a fairly good rest last night he 
ate sparingly of the meager breakfast 
furnished all prisoners. Later he was 
“dressed in,“ his hair being cut and a 
prison suit given him. He was pho- 
tographed, measured by the Bertillon 
system and later in the day was exam- 
ined by the prison physician. At the 
warden’s office it was stated that Bige- 
low's work would not be assigned him un- 
til the physician had made a report on 
his condition. Bigelow submitted with- 
out a murmur to all that was required 


of him.

Bursts of flame Issue from 
Dome of Volcano, 


Cinders Emitted Rolled Down the 
Mountain and Disappear Into 
the Sea—It Is Not Believed 
That a Violent Erup- 
tion Will Occur.

Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
June 12.—For the past few days Mont 
Pelee has manifested activity, and while 
stronger than that of the month of April 
of the present year, does not seem to be 
of an alarming nature. 

Some dense clouds of smoke have been 
discharged from the volcano, and have 
slowly fallen over the White river valley, 
after disappearing at the seacoast. Sharp 
luminous flashes have been perceived at 
the dome of the mountain, and a fairly 
strong burst of flame was seen June 3 


‘between 1:40 and 2:10 p. m. On that oc- 


casion a very thick cloud of smoke al- 
most descended to the sea and cinders 
thrown up extended over the village of 
LePrecheure, which is on the extreme 
line forming the limit of the territory 
devastated during the terrible outbreak of 
May, 1902 (resulting in the loss of about 
40,000 lives), and then swept seaward 
and disappeared. 

After this the volcano again became 
calm and remained so until the night of 
June lo-I1, during which the dome was 
illuminated by numerous points of light. 
The collapse of part of the dome occurred 
yesterday morning at 6 o’clock. It was 
accompanied by an outflow of mud into 
the White river valley. At 11:30 a. m. 
the same morning a dense cloud of smoke 
slowly arose from the crater to the esti- 
mated height of about 1,000 yards and 
extended toward ILepPrecheure, where 
the smoke was dissipated. Since then the 
volcano has remained calm,

Chicago-New York Flyer, 


For Three Miles the Train Raced 
Along at Rate of 127.3 Miles 


Fort Wayne, Ind., June !2.—The west- 
bound Pennsylvania flyer passed through 
here today seventeen minutes late, Dut 
the train was running on schedule at 
Plymouth. The 131 miles from Crestline, 
Ohio, to Fort Wayne were run in 118 
minutes. The fastest time was made near 
Ada, Ohio, where 3 miles were covered 
in eighty five seconds, or at the rate of 
a mile in twenty-eight and one-third sec- 
onds, breaking all the world's records. 
This is at the rate of 127.3 miles an 
hour. 


Chicago, June 1!2.—On its initial run 
from New York, the Pennsylvania rail- 
road's eighteen-hour flyer,“ the fastest 
Tong distance train in the world, arrived 
in this city at 8:52 o'clock this morning, 
three minutes ahead of schedule time, 
In order to acomplish this feat extraor- 
diary achievements in the way of faat! 
running were necessary, 

After leaving Pittsburg the tender of 
the big Atlantéc type engine, which had 
been attached at that city for the run 
to Crestline, Ohio, developed a hot box 
about 20 miles east of Mansfield, Ohio. 
The engineer stopped his train and n- 
teen minutes were lost in futile efforts to 
cool the troublesome axle. Finally. 2 
freight engine was attached and the 
train limped into Crestline. Here the 
regular engine was in waiting and when 
the flyer“ left the latter place it was 
twenty-six minutes late. The run to 
Fort Wayne, 131 miles away, was made 
in one hundred and fourteen and one- 
half minutes, an average of 68.6 miles 
an hour. When the train puiled out of 
Fort Wayne for the last lap of the long 
journey it was only nine and one-half 
minutes late, sixteen and one-half min- 
utes of the lost time having been made 
up. Miles were frequently reeled off in 
from forty-four to fifty seconds and an 
average speed of a mile a minute was 
easily maintained over long stretches of 
track. 

Pregident Underwood was a bb e 
He expiajned that there was no especial 
significance attached to his making the 
journey to Chicago on the first run of 
the new train. He said he had an en- 
gagement here at 9 o’clock this morning 
and he took advantage of the facilities 
offered by the Pennsylvania to keep nis 
appointment. He spoke in high praise of 
the train and its appointments and com- 
plimented the the train crews on thelr 
splendid work. 

Already the Pennsylvania officials are 
discussing the possibility of reducing tbe 
running time between Chicago and New 
York to sixteen hours, and it is not im- 
probable that such a schedule may be at- 
tempted in the near future. 

New York, June 12.—The first east- 
bound train of the Pennsylvania new 
eighteen-hour service between New York 
and Chicago arrived in Jersey City at 
9:22 a. m. today, three minutes ahead 
of schedule time, 

The running, time of the train from 
Chicago to Jersey City was seventeen 
hours and thirty-seven minutes. The 
engineer of the train said on arriving 
that a short distance east of Hobart, 
Ind., the train covered a mile in thirty- 
five seconds.

ALL LOW LAND 


Mad Mississippi Is Working 
Destruction in Missouri, 


Great Numbers of Dead Animals Are 


Floating Past Hannibal, and 
It Is Reported that Sev- 
eral Persons Have 
Been Drowned. 


Hannibal, Mo., June 13.—The flood2c 
Mississippi river has spread over all the 
unprotected low lands and is from 8 to 8 
miles wide between here and Keokuk, 
Iowa Near Alexandria, Mo., a farmer 
named Riley Smallwood was drowned and 
seven other persons are reported missing. 
Great numbers of dead animals are float- 
ing past Hannibal and from Alexandria, 
Canton, Memphis, West Quincy and Keo- 
kik reports Rave been received of the 
general loss of live stock. The flood 
came so suddenly that the farmers in the 
lowlands had no time te do more than 
An ve their families, and live stock was 
left to perish. 

The river continues to rise here at the 
rate of 3 inches an hour. An army of 
men ig at work in the lower portion of 
Hanniba] endeavoring to save property. 
The rallroad yards and factory districts 
are inundated. 

All available boats are making trips up 
and down the river rescuing persons who 
escaped to points above the water line. 
Many of the small levees have broken, 
but the Sny levees which extends along 
the east side of the river for 75 miles, 
holds. Gangs of men are reinforcing the 
levees. The property toss already reaches 
into several millions. 

River Falling at Keokuk. 

Keokuk, Iowa, June !2.—After reaching 
the (i8-foot mark the Mississippi river 
here is now falling. The DesMoines river 
is also falling after reaching the: highest 
mark ever known here, breaking the 
levees in three places and flooding the 
town of Alexandria, Mo. Other levees 
on the Missouri and Illinois shores are 
now out of danger. The river is 10 
miles wide, extending from Warsaw, Ils. 
to the biuffs of Missouri. Hundreds of 
acres of growing crops are inundated. 

Crest of Flood Reached 

La Crosse, Wis., June 12.—The crest 
of the floods, due to the rise of the Mis- 
sissippi river and its tributaries, was 
reached today when it stood at 12.4 feet 
above low water mark, a rise of I foot 
since Saturday. The dykes forming part 
of the system of bridges crossing thé 
Mississippi river here are barely hold- 
ing out today with the water within a 
few inches of the top. Four more fac- 
tories closed today and the flood has 
been extended further in the residence 
district. Thousands of head of. live 
stock pastured in the lowlands along 
the rivers have been drowned.

They assented to the alternative of 
an early fall session as a means to 
escape an earlier meeting; there 
would, they undoubtediy figured, be 
plenty of time to cross the fall-session 
bridge when they came to it. 

The date of the proposed fall ses- 
sion was fixed as October 16 by the 
: There would, we were 
told, be no delay beyond that date; 
it was with great reluctance the pres- 
ident had consented to put it off so 
long. Everything was fixed. Sena- 
tors and representatives were put on 
notice that they must count on being 
back in Washington by that date,

A few days ago, immediately after 
the president’s return from his west- 
ern trip, leading republican senators 
and representatives found it conve- 
nient to drop in at the white house. 
One after another of these astute gen- 


tlemen talked of the possibility of 


dire results to the party in certain 
states which hold elections this year 
if the republican politicians who hold 
seats in congress are unable to de- 
vote their time and attention to the 
campaign. Despite the surface indi- 
cations, the president was informed 
that the outlook for republican vic- 
tory this year is by no means as 
bright as it might be. There was 
much of this talk; and its net result 
was an announcement that after ma- 
ture deliberation, President Roose- 
velt had decided to postpone the date 
of the extra session until some time 
in November, after the state elec- 
tions. , 

Now comes the news, vouched for 
by a staunch administration organ, 
The New York Press, that the presi- 
dent has practically abandoned all pur- 
pose of having an extra session; that 
nothing more is to be heard of the 
extra session proposition, but the 
president will be content with assur- 
ances of early action at the regular 
session. This means, of course, that 
instead of a railroad bill coming out 
before the Christmas holidays, the 
probability ig there will be none until 
the late summer—if at all. 

The Press gives the credit, or dis- 
credit, of this change of date to the 
influence of certain eminent republi- 
cans recognized as representatives of 
the railroad interests. These influ- 
ences, it says, are playing for delay— 
and successfully. When congress 
meets there is to be an active re- 
newal of tariff discussion with a view 
to creating an agitation that will 
overshadow the railroad question if 
possible. 

The announcement of the further 
postponement and final abandonment 
of the extra session will be a source 
of genuine regret to the country at 
large. It may mean nothing more 
than several months’ delay in the 
enactment of the legislation neces- 
sary to put life and power into the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, but 
even delay is to be regretted. As a 
matter of fact, however, there is no 
certainty that this delay upon delay 
may not result in the complete failure 
of such legislation as the people are 
demanding at the hands of congress. 
Delays are always dangerous; never 
more so than when they conspire to 
enable congress to subvert the will 
of the people, as a republican con- 
gress may be relied upon to do if left 
to its own devices. 

If there is one thing upon which all 
the American people are agreed, it is 
that there should not be the slight- 
est delay in enacting legislation giv- 


‘ing to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission the power it has so long been 


asking—the power to name a just and 
reasonable rate when, after investiga- 
tion, it has determined the rate fixed 
by the railroads to be unjust and un- 
reasonable. Without this power, the 
commission is utterly unable to fur- 
nish to the people that relief from 
unjust discriminations for which they 
have so long been clamoring. . This 
is the crux of the whole rate diffi- 
culty so far as it bears upon inter- 
state rates. As the commission stands 
today, it is little more than a court 
of investigation, having no power to 
make effective its findings. To cor- 
rect the evil of the present status—

The Negro Reformatory. 

The Constitution has given tt 
‘hearty indorsement of the proposition 
for the establishment of a negro re 
form school, lending its assistance to 
the project as have the other news- 
papers of this city. We believe such 
an institution, properly conducted, 
would be of much value in redeeming 
young negro boys and keeping them 
from that education in crime which 
so often follows the incarceration of 
youthful offenders with older crimi- 
nals. 

It has not been our purpose, how- 
ever, to indorse any specific location 
for such an establishment. If men- 
tion of one locality was made, it was 
upon the assumption that the people 
now resident in that locality must 
have given their consent. To obtain 
this should certainly have been the 


first step of the projectors of the pro- 


posed reformatory. If they have in 
mind a location where such an insti- 
tution would be unwelcome—as is the 
case so far as Hapeville is concerned 
—they should abandon the idea of lo- 
cating there and seek another place. 

There are plenty of localities in the 
vicinity of Atlanta where such an in- 
stitution could be placed without giv- 
ing offense to anybody. Some such 
locality should be found. 


Graft in Germany. 

We think we have strenuous com- 
petition in trade in America and over- 
much commercial sharp practice, but 
from a recent report of United States 
Consul Guenther, at Frankfort, Ger- 
many, it would seem that the Ger- 
mans graft in the way of “commis- 
sions” in ways yet new to American 
mercantile grafting. 

Our consul at Frankfort cites the 
case of a clerk in a store in that city 
who was arrested and tried for a pe- 
culiar kind of grafting and who de- 
fended his action by claiming it was 
common practice throughout Germany 
and not legally or morally banned. 
It seems it is common enough in Ger- 
many for salesmen of manufacturers 
to pay employees of retail concerns 
to push their article or goods to the 
exclusion of the product of competi- 
tors, in so far as a clerk can influence 
the purchase of a customer by volu- 
ble advice. The clerk in question, 
brought to trial for accepting a com- 
mission of this kind, claimed that in 
taking such bribes he did his employ- 
ers no injustice. The court decided, 
however, that he was guilty of a 
breach of trust, as he was in duty 
bound to study the interests of his 
employers and not be influenced by 
his desire for private gain. 

There are no moral distinctions in 
graft. This clerk, in accepting his 
petty commission to push one firm’s 
goods at the 
firms, grafted just as a legislator 
grafts who take money or substan- 
tial favors from anybody to further 
his interests in the legislative body, 
and just as a city official grafts by 
being pecuniarily remunerated for ac- 
cepting the contract that has “the 
most in it’—for him. The principle 
of graft, in the 
forms it assumes, is always the same. 
And it is common, in one form or an- 
other, in business everywhere. Many 
American householders experience one 
phase of it in “commissions” received 
by servants from tradesmen to induce 
them to buy extravagantly. 

The way to wipe out graft is to 
have the law take cognizance of its 
every manifestation, in or out of pol- 
itics.

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Southern Educational Work. 
(From The Boston Herald.) 

In a recent issue of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution we notice two editorial articles 
that show how the yeast of educational 
ideas is. working there. One is a plea 
for additional endowment of Shorter col- 
lege, at Rome, an institution for the lib- 
eral education of young women that has 
long had a useful existence. The pro- 
posal is to increase its endowment by the 
sum of $250,000, of which $100,000 is al- 
ready pledged. The demands upon this 
seminary are now greater than it can 
meet, for there is in the south a growing 
desire among women for the higher edu- 
cation: With this larger endowment, 
much of it to be used for free scholar. 
ships, it is claimed that Shorter college 
will become “the Vassar of the South.“ 
The other matter is even more significant 
of the stirring of noble aspiration. Two 
poo? negro women of Atlanta have begun 
working to found a reformatory for the 
boys and girls of their race. There is no 
such institution. All young negroes ac- 
cused of crimes or misdemeanors that 
bring them before the courts must be 
discharged or sentenced to what are eu- 
phemistically called the public works“ 
that {s to labor in chaingangs with 
hardened criminals, a discipline that is 
practically certain to perfect and make 
incorrigibie their demoralization, It does 
not appear to have occurred to the white 
population that this condition is a blot 
on the civilizatior of the state. But cer- 
tain humble negro women, appreciating 
the sadness and almost hopelessness of 
present conditions, have begun an agitg- 
tion for the establishment of a reforma- 
tory for the unfortunate children of their 
race. The Constitution says that “the 
success of the project inangurated by 
these women would mean an 0 
decrease in the number of negro boys 
who now graduate from the rank of fledg- 
ling criminals into that of the confirmed 
jawbreaker."’ In this enterprise of mercy
